Many 
crops are materially diminished from this 
cause, 

On higher and more dry lands, the same 
implements ought to be in frequent use for 
several reasons. If they are not of a highly 
fertile character, it is still more essential that 
their surface should be frequently moved. A 
soil that lies lightly and fine has innumerable 
open spaces for the admission of air, the de- 
scent of rain water, and especially the capabili- 
ties to take up the dews that rest upon it, and 
are thus watered whenever dew is deposited. 
All soils, also—excepting those of a decidedly 
sandy character—need frequent stirring to 
increase their depth. When they are porous 
and light far down, all the atmospheric influ- 
ences can act upon them, so that they become 
fertilized beneath. Plants growing upon the 
surface soon become aware of this, for they 
certainly have the power of selection, and send 
their roots down indefinitely in search of fer- 
tilizing agents, and especially in search of 
moisture, if the season is a dry one. 

In order to secure strong and thrifty crops. 
it is all important that this special care should 
be given them, especially during the latter 
part of June. 

Plants or flowers in the garden may be greatly 
helped in dry seasons, by watering them once 
er twice a week, But when done, it should be 
plentifully done. Use a watering pot, and 
imitate nature as closely as possible, by pour- 
ing on the water in small streams, and giving

until the soil about the plant is thoroughly 
saturated, and then leave it for a week, unless 
the drought is quite severe. Of course, this 
cannot be done to any great extent, but a 
favorite rose, a mass of portulaccas or a bed 
of verbenas or heliotropes may be sustained, 
and made to blossom in unusual profusion and 
beauty. Where water is plentiful and at hand, 
even the beds of onions, carrots, beets and 
parsnips, may be kept thriftily growing, until 
the heavens are opened and showers descend. 
With the aid of a simple pump, short hose 
and sprinkler, this watering may be profitably 
extended to the pea patch, celery, young cab- 
bage plants, tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce and 
beans. We have seen gardens thus preserved 
in the highest luxuriance in the midst of 
scorching drought all around them. But this 
would be at too much cost, unless the water 
were stored up in cisterns, or the garden were 
located upon the border of some living 
stream. 

As we may fairly count upon hot and dry 
weather in our New England climate, it is 
well to anticipate it, and make whatever pro- 
vision is economical to prevent its destruction 
| of the crops; just as we anticipate the com- 
ing of the canker worm, and take measures to 
prevent his coming too far.

| Mutenina.—This may be done in various 
ways. A coat of old, fine muck thrown over 
the surface, around favorite plants, operates 
finely.

THE CURRANT WORM. | 


Look out for the Enemy—His Skirmishers have ap- 
peared—Prepare for the Battle. 

Every person who saw the foliage of his 
currant bushes devoured last year, after a 
hard fought battle to save them, will remem- 
ber how the crop of fruit was imperilled if not 
utterly destroyed, and what a sorry spectacle 
the bushes themselves presented at the close

their work. We made careful use of it last 
year, and found it efficacious in some degree, 
but not a certain preventive. Carefully search- 
ing for the leaves containing eggs or worms, 
picking them into boxes and crushing them 
under the feet, accomplished more than any- 
thing else resorted to. But that procéss was 
tiresome, and to some is a disgusting one, 
and unless the bushes were quite vigorous, the 
leaves could not well be spared. Carbolic 
acid in solution was tried, but did not prove 
satisfactory. That is also poisonous, and 
therefore a dangerous article to have about.

The carbolate of lime is another article 
used to destroy the currant worm. It is in 
the form of a fine flour, has a disagreeable 
odor, and we should think would be quite ob- 
jectionable if any portion of it should touch 
the fruit. Dr. E. Worcester, of Waltham, 
Mass., ingormed the Editor of the Boston 
Journal of Chemistry, that “he tried this 
powder in many instances last summer, and 
found that while it was fully as effectual as 
hellebore, it was less disagreeable, less costly 
and perfectly safe. The method of using it 
is to sprinkle it over the vines as soon as the 
worm makes its appearance. One or two ap-

Last year the worms appeared with us on 
the 22d May, and continued until the first of 
June, though greatly reduced in numbers at 
the latter date. ‘They came twice afterwards 
before the middle of July, but not in such 
force as on the first time. 

The Editor of the Canada Farmer stated 
last summer, that he counted on the under 
side of a single leaf 221 eggs of the Saw-/ly ; 
the same branch had .ten other leaves with 
about the same number of eggs on them. He 
thought it safe to sa; that from this one 
branch at least 2000 worms would have been 
produced! 

In the Religious Magazine for March, 
1871, the Rev. E. H. Sears, after relating 
several experiments to destroy the currant 
worm, which proved ineffectual says :— 

“Soon after these disastrous experiments I was 
on a visit to a friend who is an amateur gardener. 
I was surprised to find his currant bushes green 
and flourishing and pretty well loaded with clus- 
ters, while looking over the fence into his neigh- 
bor’s garden, the bushes were stripped entirely 
bare. ‘How in the world did you saye them ?’ 
was a very natural, and in my case a very r 
inquiry. Take a pound of copperas and dissolve 
it in seven gallons of water, gnd sprinkle it over 
the bushes with a watering pot. My bushes were 
getting covered with the worm, but one application 
dosed him effectually. I advised my neighbor 
over the fence to do the same, but neighbor’s wife 
objected, fearing the copperas would poison the 
currants, and so he sprinkled them with lime; and 
you see the result. My friend found a second ap- 
plication necessary a few weeks later when the 
pest re-appeared; and the result was a large and 
beautifal crop of ripe currants.” 

As the currant is among our best fruits, we 
are confident that the space occupied in stat- 
ing the above, will be well employed. 





DEGENERACY OF HORSES. 

Horse racing was introduced at the South by 
some of the old Colonial Governors about one 
handred and forty years ago, but for a long time 
horses were not run for the pecuniary value of the 
prize offered, but solely for the honor which the 
planter would secure by the reputation of breeding 
and training the victorious animal. A saddle and 
bridle, or a piece of plate, and not a purse or “‘pre- 
mium,” were the prizes then contended for. 

But at the North, horse racing has never been 
popular. Our leading citizens have not encouraged 
or patronized the sports of the turf. The judges 
of our courts have not officiated as judges at the 
horse race; the men who make the laws for the 





government of the people do not make the laws 
which govern the running of horses. 
We admit that within a few years past, under

In England it seems that the result of modern 
The London Army and 
Navy (Gazette, in speaking of horses with reference 
to the army, says :— 


“If our present horse is well-bred, he is as a rule 
so light and so devoid of substance as to be unable 
to carry any decent weight; if he is strong, he is 
sO coarse as to be totally devoid of the mettle or 
courage necessary for a charger.” 

Professor Ferguson, of the Veterinary Depart- 
ment of the Privy Council Office, Dublin, ascribes 
the degeneracy of horses to the modern plan of 
testing horses in short heats and light weights, 
instead of the four to sixteen miles, and heavy | 
weights of former years, and says :— 
4 , | 

“Of late years the distances run are short, and 
the weights carried but light. Horses are bred ac- 
cordingly. Speed is the great desideratum ; weight- 
carrying power is not required. Asa general rule, 
power must be sacrificed to obtain an increase of 
speed.”

Root, Esq., of Barre, the President, made appro- 
priate remarks upon the objects of the “Association, 
and especially the importance of investigating sub- 
jects which are calculated to increase the produc- 
tive capacity of New England farmea. 

Dr. J. R. Nicuois gave a lecture on manures, 
special and general, which the report states was “‘in- 
teresting and instructive.”

A GOOD COW DRYING UP. 
I have a cow that dropped her calf the first of 
April, and did well; but within two or three weeks 
she has commenced to dry up in one of her teats. 
She does not give one-third as much from it now 
as from any one of the others. She is a good cow, 
I have refused one hundred dollars for her. Can 
you give, through your valuable paper, any remedy 
for her case ? AN OLD SUBSCRIBER.

ReMARks.—Many injuries happen to cows in 
consequence of their being confined too closely in 
their stalls. When some are lying down others 
tread upon them, and especially upon the teats or 
other portions of the udder, and injure them. In 
some cases One Or More teats are entirely ruined. 
In the case mentioned, it does not appear that there 
was any fever or swelling of the part, or any sore- 
ness to the touch, 80 that the cause of a cessation 
of the usual flow of milk is a hidden one. 

Perhaps some one, having had a similar case, 
and found the cause and a remedy for it, will be 
able to inform our correspondent what that remed y 
is. Has the cow been overfed on meal ? 





BUNCH IN THROAT OF COLT. 


About two years ago a lump appeared in the 
throat of my colt. It appears to be directly under 
the skin, and is about twice the size of a goose 
egg. It is about four inches above the brisket, 
and might be easily moved up to the jaw. After 
the colt has been exercised freely it entirely dis- 
appears, but returns as she cools down. The colt 
is otherwise healthy and in good flesh. Informa- 
tion as to cause and cure will greatly oblige

Remarks.—In commenting on a case which we 
are inclined to think may be similar to that you 
describe, Professor Law supposed the swelling to 
be caused by “distension of the sheaths of tendons, 
and probably rheumatic,” and recommended rub- 
bing with iodine ointment,—one part iodine to 
twelve of lard. Still we are so uncertain as to the 
similarity of cause in his case and yours, that wo 
should advise you to consult your family physi- 
cian if there is no veterinary in your neighborhood. 
The iodine ointment, with bandages at night, if 
they can be applied, may be tried with safety.

Ayrshire Cow. 


As to quantity of*milk in proportion to the eost | 
of food consumed, there is no other breed that can 
equal the Ayrshires by “a long shot.” And as to | 
quality they have no equals but Jerseys. As to | 
amount of butter, according to cost of food, they 
are above all others; and to the quality of butter, | 
all things considered, they are unsurpassed. Jer- 
sey's butter is moro “gilt-edged,” and may taste 
better to the eye, but not to the palate. Possibly ; 
the extra oily quality of Jersey's butter is the rea | 
son of its not keeping well. For the purpose of 
producing milk for sale or for making cheese, the 
Ayrshires are “head and shoulders” above all | 
others, according to size and cost of keeping. 

‘The Jerseys are good for cream, but hard to keep | 
in decent order; very difficult to fatten when it is 
desired to turn them to beef, and too small and 
frail fur oxen. The Durhams are good for beef, | 
with sufficient quantity of the best quality of feed; 
but third-rate for the dairy, according to sise, and | 
too large and “logy” for oxen, 

The Ayrshire can be fitted for beef of the first | 
quality as quickly and cheaply as anything else on | 
hoofs; and for oxen I don’t think they can be | 
beaten, judging from their general characteristics | 
ef hardihood, energy, ambition, intelligence, do- | 
cility, similarity of color, vivacity or quickness of | 
motion and good size. 

These things being so, it is not difficult to see why 
there are so few of them advertised for sale com- 
vared with Duarhams and Jerseys. Those who | 
cove with much difficulty obtained this breed for | 
practical use, as I have, like them too well to sell | 
them (unless they sell their farm, get out a score 
of patents and wish to move tu Chicago, like my- 
self;) and those who make a business of stock | 
raising on a small scale find ready customers with- | 
out advertising. j 

I have faund it just about as easy to sell my pure 
bred calves for twenty-five to fifty dollars, as to 
sell “scrubs” of same age for fifty cents, and sup- 
pose others have the same experience; and I feel a 
good deal better keeping a cow that weighs from 
six to nine hundred pounds, and makes ten to 
twelve pounds of the best butter a week, for five | 
consecutive months, than when keeping one of the | 
same size that makes but half as much of poorer 
quailty.

ReManks.—While we sincerely sympathize with 
our correspondent in the loss of his young cattle, 
we have no means of ascertaining what the cause 
may be, as no symptoms are given. If the disease 
is red-water it would be attended by some very 
striking symptoms, as the urine would be dis- 
colored. A murrain of any kind would present 
symptoms of a very different character. 


As aremedy for red-water, Mr. Allen, in his ex- 
cellent work on “American Cattle,” fays that pur- 
gative medicines are the best, and recommends the 


following :—Mix Castor oil, 6 ounces; Saltpetre, 1 


ounce; Epsom salts, 4 ounces; thin gruel, 1 quart. 

If the animal is frgguently endeavoring to stall, | 
voiding only a small quantity, with considerable | 
pain and difficulty, he recommends mucilaginous 


drinks,—such as an infusion of flax seed and a de- 
coction of marshmallows, are most likely to afford 
relief. 

Have your cattle had access to fresh paint or 
any other poisonous matter? The discases of do- 
mestic animals and man are so similar in their 
character that we think the family physician ought 
to be more frequently consulted hy farmers in case 
done.

APPLICATION OF MANURE.—-FOLLOWING NATURE. | 


The subject of manuring or enriching the soil is | 
a very interesting one to me, and I supppse it is to 
all farmers in New England. Our fall cogs seek 
their nourishment in the ground by roots which 
hide themselves in the earth, and hence I think it 
is reasonable that manure should be ploughed into 
the soil. Another thing leads me to favor plough- 
ing in instead of applying it to the surface, Is the 
liability of the most valuable portions of the ma- 
nure being washed away, where land is Hable to be 
washed. In re-seeding land without other crops, I 
believe that the amount of manure usnally applied 
to the surface would do better and make the grass 
hold out longer if it were ploughed in. 

The advocates of surface manuring often claim 
that Nature favors their plan, and say that she al- 
ways deposits her fertilizing materials—leaves, de- 
caying wood, &c.,—on the top of the ground. But 
how much force is there in this illustration, were 
we to admit its literal correctness? This, how- 
ever, we can hardly do, when we think of the vari- 
ous ways by which nature mingles the materials of 
the carth’s surface by the washing of water, by the | 
slides and avalanches among mountains, the heav- 
ings of volcanoes, &c., by which nature does some 
pretty deep ploughing and thick covering. 

But is not enultivation based rather on artificial | 
than natural principles? Is it not a war against as 
well as a co-operation with nature? Is not man 
endowed with capacities and powers which fit him 
to control and subdue nature? We fell her trees; 
we grub up her roots; we displace her rocks; 
change her water courses; hoe up and destroy her 
favorite plants, and call them weeds. If nature 
had her course would there be any cleared land, 
any ploughed ground, any fields of any descrip- 
tion; any garments to hide our nakedness; any 
dwellings or barns for ourselves or our stock ? 

But if we admit that the top-dressing of our 
fields is in accordance with nature, does this prove 
it to be the most economical? See how much of 
Nature’s dressing is lost te the soil to which it is 
applied,—how much floats off in streams to enrich 
distant intervales or to be engulphed in the ocean, 
and how much has been lodged in bogs and swamps 
for the benefit of other land than that upon which 
the fertilizing matter was originally deposited. 
Nature may afford such a wasteful application of 
manure as this, but I cannot. My resources are 
not equal to hers. I _carmot afford to fertilize dis- 
tant fields in which I have no interest, but must 
provide for my own. Hence I endeavor to keep 
my manure in the soil. 

Iam trying a number of experiments this year 
with muck, being encouraged to do so by seeing 
how completely filled with roots and fine fibres 
muck is that I have applied tomy orchard. I have 
put some clear muck in the bill for various crops, 
and have composted some with lime and salt, and 
if nothing prevents will note the result. 

While reading the various opinions of farmers 
in your paper, I have often wanted to make some 
reply, but aware of my ignorance of grammar and 
all the rules of composition, I have never attempted 
to do go till now, and perhaps you will think I had 
better waited awhile longer,—but here goes either 
for waste basket or Extracts and Replics.

SIDE ORIFICE IN A COW'S TEAT. 

I sce you don’t talk very encouragingly to your 
Topsham correspondent, who has a cow with a 
shaky teat. Now I propose to inform him how I 
cured a cow of a like trouble. 

I hada valuable cow that came to the yard at 
night with a hole in one of her teats. After draw- 
ing the milk, I took a piece of court plaster three- 
fourths of an inch square (English sticking plaster 
would probably be better) and pressed it on nicely 
over the hole; then a strip of cotton cloth of about 
the same width, and long enough to reach around 
the teat, and put on a good coat of sticking plaster 
and pressed it firmly around the teat. It remained 
for a long time, was no obstruction to milking, and 
it was a complete success. If the hole is an old 
one it may be necessary to scarify or burn.

—Don't waste the soap suds, but apply them to 
garden, vines, bushes, evergreens or lawn. They 
are too valuable to be turned out at the back door. 


—Elijah Nye, Esq., of Berlin, Vt., during the 
past season wintered ten sheep, and has had from 
them twenty-two lambs, twenty-one of which are 
now living and doing well. 

—Mueh damage is being done by wild pigeons in 
some parts of Wisconsin. The Wood County Re- 
porter, and the Waupaca County Republican report 
that many fields of wheat have been completely 
spoiled. 

—If screws are warmed and dipped in melted 
tallow it will prevent their rusting, and they can 
always be unscrewed with ease. A large quantity 
of screws can be greased in a few minutes, and the 
operation is one which will ultimately result in a 
great saving of time and labor.

FEED FOR MILCH COWS.

In the last Farmer I see that a corres- 
pondent from Blue Hills, Mass., thinks my 
cows have strange eccentricities, because they 
did not seem pleased when I gave them a 
feeding of dried millet and Hungarian grass. 
He thinks he would make beef of such cows. 
I can tell him it would not take long to do 
that. 

I finish cutting my first crop of hay about | 
the first week of July. I feed such hay, with 
as much grain as I dare to, allthe year rqund. 
I raise no corn fodder for winter use, nor 
straw of any kind; and do not have more than | 


| a ton of poor hay to feed, with thirty tons of 


the best carly cut hay and rowen. Cows fed 
in that way make beef very easily. I would 


prefer such hay all the time, if 1 could raise 





| enough of it.

But asan acre of land, well manured, will 
produce more feed in corn than in grass, and 
as grass must be renewed occasionally, I raise 
fodder every year for feeding 
green in At gust and Septe mber. My cows 
never have refused to eat it, nor have they 
ever given a less quantity or a poorer quality of 
of milk while being fed on it. They get their usual 
ration of grain and some dry hay all through 


some corm 


| the season of feeding greencorn. They like sweet 


corn much better than the large southern kind. 


Dr. Loring advises us to raise millet instead 
of corn for feeding green. He has been 
p ed so many times on that subject, 
that | not wonder if he hated the sight 
of cornfe even worse than his cows do. 








I raised a piece of millett and Hungarian 
grass last year, not expecting it would take 
the place of cornfodder, but as an « xperi- 
ment, to learn its value as a crop for soiling 
and for winter use. As a summer feed, I 
could not learn its value, for my cows would 
none of them eat it, if they could get anything 
else. I had very hard work to use up a cart | 
load among cight cows. And the first time I 
offered it dry in winter they did not seem to | 
like it, ut after a few days they ate it better, 
and before it was all fed out some of them ate 


| it as well as English hay. 


I think all animals like some change in their 


| feed, and different animals like different | 
kinds of food. Some cows eat coarse hay | 
best, while others prefer fine. I found my 


| young cattle and dry cows ate the millett 
better than those that were giving milk. I 


shall try to raige a larger field of it this year 
for winter feeding. It grows quick, and can 
be grown after it is too late for corn. So | 
mach grass was killed last summer by the 
drought that an extra effort must be made 
this year to raise forage crops or the cows 
will be hungry next winter. 

I do not wish to be understood as opposed 
I believe them | 
both very valuable crops to raise on certain 
kinds of land, and for putting in after it is too 
late for corn. 

Mr. Charles Smith, of Attleboro, raised a | 
very good piece of Hungarian grass last sum- 
mer on green sward turned over after taking 
ofa crop of hay. I hope to do the same 
this summer. 

Last fall I sowed a piece of rye to be cut 
and fed green this spring. It was put in af- 
ter early potatoes, and although the season 
was dry it made such a growth that it had to 
be mowed to prevent it from smothering in 
the winter. On the 8th of thismonth (May), 
it had begun to show its heads, and I com- 
menced cutting and feeding it to all my stock, 
young and old. They all took to it at first, 
and still seem to like it as well as anything I 
ever feed. And the cows in milk have in- 
creased their quantity wonderfully. I only 
wish the ficld had been four times as large. 

shall try rye on a larger scale another year | 
for soiling. I suppose it will get too hard 
before long, but I think by sowing it at two or 
three different times from the first of Sep- 
tember to the last of October, it might be 
made to last four or five weeks; and it | 
comes when no other green food can be had. 
Orchard grass on rich moist land can be cut 
before the first of June, and if rye can be fed 
through the whole of May it will make the 
winter seem shorter than if only hay is fed 
from fall till new grass comes. 

Ever since I have had the management of 
farm stock, I have kept more or less definite 
accounts; enough at least to allow of making 
very close quesses at the profit or loss. I find 
it impossible to keep exact accounts with 
dairy stock. I can buy a pig for $10, feed 
him $10 worth of meal and sell him for $25 
and know that I have made a profit of $5, al- 
lowing the value of the manure to be equal to 
the cost of labor of taking care of him. 

Cows are not bought and sold at the be- 
ginning and end of each trial, but gp estimate 
must be made of their value at a of the 
year. Allowance must be made for growth, 
if any, and also for the condition of the cow, 
whether farrow, dry, or fresh with calf,—all 
of which require considerable guessing. 

I believe this is the first year I have ever 
kept a stock of cows without making either 
purchases or sales, or having some farrow 
ones among them. ‘This year, ending March 
31, 1871, I have had just eight cows and heif- 
ers, that have all had calves within the year. 
I have had them come in at different times, so 
that I could make about the same quantity of 
butter each month through the year. Four of 
the number were from four to ten years old. 
The other four were two-year-old heifers with 
their first calves. 

Two calves were fatted for veal, four were 
raised, and the others killed when a day or 
two old. Those which were raised had new 
milk two or three weeks, and then milk 
skimmed at twelve hours old for two or three

HEAVY MANURING. 

In an article of mine, published in the Far- 
MER some weeks since, I used the term **heavily 
manured,” in speaking of a field prepared 
for corn. 

A correspondent of yours, J.H., of Shrews- 
bury, thinks the term very indefinite. I con- 
cede that it is so, and that it was meant to be, 
because of the fact that but few are inclined 
to use manure with the profusion that corn 
will pay for in increased production. 

If I had gone into particujgrs and told of 
the practice of good farmers in the town where 
the crop referred to was raised, either my ve- 
racity or the wisdom of such heavy manuring 
might have been questioned. 

Notwithstanding J. H. thinks twengy-five 
loads of good manure to the acre the limit of 
profitable application for a corn crop, I can 
assure him that ini some localities I am famil- 
iar with, it is but a fraction of the amount 
considered desirable and profitable to use on 
what is regarded as strong dark loam. 

It has been a general practice to put on 
from forty to forty-six cords of good sea 
muck, consisting of rockweed, mosses and 
kelp, to the acre. This is turned under the 
sward or stubble. After the ploughing, from 
fifty to seventy-five barrels of fish were put 
on the surface, with some manure in the hills. 
The seaweed ia worth as much a cord as the

I think it is very difficult to put on too much 
manure for a corn crop. It is a ravenous 
feeder, and I never saw the manure too pro- 
fuse for it unless it was put in the hill—always 
a questionable practice, the wisdom of which 
but few are willing to endorse. It is too much 
like rum strength for man. 

It is a question of much magnitude with 
every farmer as to how much manure he can 
afford to use to the acre. He cannot afford 
to raise small crops, for in so doing he wastes 
his manure and labor also. It is fownd true 
that the man who manures very liberally is the 
man who succeeds in making money by farm- 

| ing; and that he who furatshes insuflicient 
food for his crops is in a fair way to be short 
| fed himself. 

Every prudent farmer will give this subject 
much consideration, especially if he takes the 
above view of it, and regards ‘‘manure as the 
mother of the meal chest,” as the Scotch say- 
ing has it. We may consider it as heavy ma- 
nuring when we have done so to the extent of 
our capacity in order to secure the best results 
for our outlay. 

When we take into consideration the high 
cost of labor, and the inadequate return ‘the 
farmer obtains for the products of that labor, 
| every reflecting man must see that he cannot 
| afford to employ labor unless he can in some 
| way secure a supply of manure sufficiently 
| large to ensure what is usually termed large 
1 ¢ rops. These and these only will pay his labor.

To Remove tne Tastr or Woop.—A 
new keg, churn, bucket, or other wooden ves- 
sel, will generally communicate a disagreeable 
taste to anything that is put into it. To pre- 
vent this inconvenience, scald the vessel well 
with boiling water, letting the water remain 
in it until cold; then dissolve some pearlash 
or soda in lukewarm water, adding a little 
lime to it. Wash the inside of the vessel well 
with this solution. Afterward scald it well 
with hot water, and rinse with cold water 
before you use it. The reason for this is the 
ready combination of resinous matter with 
alkalies to form compounds soluble in alcohol, 














Tomato Tretuses.—The cheapest and 
most convenient trellis for tomatoes is, to 
make a four-square frame for every hill, of 
four pieces of hard wood, two feet long and 
one inch square, for the four corner posts. 
Let three pieces of lath, each one foot long, 
be nailed on each side. Such trellises will 
cost only a few cents each, and they will save 
four times their cost in the value of tomatoes.

The collections in the Louvre have all been saved 
except the library, in which a great many valuable 
books were destroyed. The National Library 
and the grand livree are safe. Marshal Me Mahon 
has sent to the insurgents a last summons to sur- 
render, in which he says that all who may be here- 
after captured with arms in their hands will be 
shot. The insurgents still hold Bercy, the Place 
de la Bastille. Menilmont: wt, Charoune and Bel- 
leville. They have evacuated and blown up Fort 
d'ivry. A battle was in progress near Pantin to- 
day, with a prospect of surrounding the Commu- 
nists. 

Sarurpay, May 27.—The slaughter in Paris is 
still going on, and it is said that there are not less 
than 50,000 dead bodies in the houses and cellars. 
The Government troops now occupy most of the 
city, the insurgents being surrounded in Belleville 
and the neighboring quarters, where they still tight 
with desperation. Contlagrations are still raging 
in various quarters, and several theatres have been 
burned. It is stated that about one-fourth of the 
city has been destroyed. The London Fire Bri- 
gade is on the way to the scene of destruction. 
The Archbishops and priests, held as hostages by 
the Communists, it is believed, have been shot, 
though there is as yet no definite information to 
that effect. A Court-martial for the trial of insur- 
gents will commence its sittings to-morrow, and 
dispatches have been sent to foreign Powers, re- 
questing that the fugitives be extradited as crimi- 
nals. 

Sunpay, May 28. The last poiien held by the 
insurgents of Paris-was taken by the Government 
forces, including Les Buttes Chaumont, Menilmon- 
tant and the Cemetery of Pere-la-Chaise. The 
prison of. La Roquette, to which the hostages held 
by the Communists had béen removed, was also 
captured on Saturday and 169 of the captives res- 
cued; but the Archbishop of Paris, the Abbe 
Duguerry, and sixty-two others, had already been 
shot by the insurgents. Mr. Washburne’s dispatch 
confirms this horrible story. A telegram of this 
evehing, from Versailles, announced the complete 
suppression of the insurrection, and not one band 
of insurgents remains. There are many prisoners 
in the hands of the troops.

This evening the city was quiet, and not a shot 
had been heard since 10 A. M. The flames were 
under control, but the city is filled with smoke 


from tWe ruins. A thousand prisoners have been 
taken by the pee at Romainville, among 
them many armed woman.

with arms in their hands. There is joy in the city 
over the termination of the struggle. A Court-

good deal of her that you detect the least little 
trifle of vulgarity, which comes, no doubt, from 
her mother. Do you know I rather like that little 
suspicion of plebeianism; it shows that her base 
touches the people. She is good, you know, for 
historical heroines. She is, in fact fit for wha 
actors call the juvenile tragedy lin®of business. 
Do you remember my Oliviain the Vicar of Wake- 
field? Well, she sat, and did splendidly, for that. 
She’s always punctual and pleasant to deal with ; 
she’s lively and frisky, but never rude, and she’s 
really a good little girl. Outof all the models I 
know, she’s about the best. I like little Polly; if 
you want to please her you've only got to send her 
to the play.” 

The little model had considerable imitative and 
dramatic talent, and readily picked up the trick of 
her trade. She quickly caught a painter’s idea, 
and produced the expression, or caught the attitude, 
which his purpose required.

His figure is tall; he wears the velvet coat of his 
craft; he—but why describe him? Everybody 
knows Frank Ormond. Let that pass. 

And now, reader, while painter and model (the 
attitude was a trying one) have “knocked off” 
work for a little rest, while he lights a pipe, and 
she, yawningly, stretches her stiff and weary 
limbs, let us look round us at the delicious litter of | 
& painter’s studio. 

‘he house is old, and dates, probably from 
Queen Ann’s days. It has, no doubt, been the 
habitation of nobles of that period. You cannot 
see much of the walls, but look at the doors, at 
the painted ceiling, at the splendid marbic mantle- | 
piece. Look at the deep window-places and tall, 
thickly-sashed windows. It is a house which 
Hogarth might have used for the residence of Lord 
Squanderfield. j 

The studio is a large, three-windowed room, | 

cold and bare of aspect. The backs of canvasses | 
framed with deal lie about like bits of scenes ont 
of use, and suggest somewhat the coulisses of a 
theatre. A lay figure, with a wooden fixcdness of | 
aspect, its head reminding one of a ship’s figure- 
head, sits in a waittanel chair, and wears a thir- 
teenth-century costume. This figure forms 
principal still-life object in the room. In 
comer reposes the major part of an old suit of ar- | 
mor, the dell and dinted breast-plate surmounted, | 
in a rather drunken way, by a rust-red helmet. A 
bell-hilted rapier, temp. Elizabeth, which, says 
Frank, might have belonged to Raleigh, leans 
against the wall, and near it is a small-sword 
which suggests the tea-cup times of Anne, the 
flowing wig and stiff skirts, the figure of Addison, | 
or the brawling Mohocks who stopped Swift's | 
chair. From the open door of a richly-carved | 
dark armoire depends a Japanese robe. Plaster | 
casts of feet and hands, busts, masks, and a torso, | 
with the muscles strongly accente@ by dust, are | 
sprinkled about, and contrast chalkily with the 
color of hangings, bits of silk dresses, and a rem- | 
nant of tapestry. Two old foils, one broken, and | 
both grievously damaged, lie across the arms of a 
magnificent antique chair, which has a seat of | 
crimson velvet, on which rest a Spanish mandolin | 
and one boxing-glove; while a strip of yellow 
Chinese silk has slipped down on to the floor. A 
stuffed monkey, with a perennially diabolical 
smile upon a swollen visage, balances uncas 
upon legs with a padded look about them, while a | 
stuffed owl stares glassily in sullen gravity. The 
bust of one Roman Emperor is crowned with a 
Vandyke hat, and a white petticoat is supported 
by two Velasquez boar-spears. A very handsome 
oak-table, with massive legs, is covered with Ve- 
netian glasses and Flemish bottles, with “pots” 
of various sorts, comprising Gris de Flandres, 
Satsuina jars, and the blue lange Lizen, or six- 
mark Japanese ware, while an exquisite little 
Japanese cabinet is crested by a handful of pea- 
cock’s feathers. Sketches in charcoal and in oils, 
copies of world-renowned pictures, studies, un- 
finished paintings, are strewn abont in pictur- 
esque and grotesque confusion; and, finally, at 
one end of the room, with the best light falling 
full upon it, stands the guillotine-like easel, on 
which rests the picture of the hour, the canvass 
which absorbs all Frank Ormond’s thoughts and 
is freighted with all his ambition, the picture upon 
which he is now working. And so the happy 
painter works from year to year—labor, comple- 
tion, weariness, fruition, recommencement. His 
whole work and hope are concentrated, for the 
time, upon the picture with which he remains face 
to face for many lonely months. It is finished at 
last, finished just when it must be completed in 
order to be sent into the Academy; and then the 
reaction of lassitude after a long tension begins. 
His work has gone out from him; the painter feels 
weary of the picture over which he has felt so 
many fluctuations of depression and delight. It 
has absorbed so much of himself that he cannot 
judge it truly; he alternates between confidence 
and despondency; he sighs half with regret half 
in relief, as his distracting darling is carried forth 
from his doors. Then he relaxes the long strain 
of anxious labor; he amuses himself, and half for- 
gets his art: he works but little, if at all. The 
picture gets well hung: then comes the private 
view, with the critics; then the public crowding 
about the shining rows in the splendid gallery; 
then follow the favorable notice, the praise of 
friends, the sneer of “brother” rivals; then all 
this passes away, until, after due relaxation, the 
painter recommences with renewed ardor his work 
60 beautiful and loved. A painter, by the way, 
has one great advantage oyer an author—he is sure 
of his spectators, of his publig, If his work be 
huug in a good exhibition it is sure to be seen by 
all those whom the painter would wish to see it. 
An author has to go to his readers; but his spec- 
tators always come to a painter. 

Meanwhile Frank, twisting his moustache as he 
gazes on his picture, and now and then throwing in 
a deft and rapid touch of the brush, is waiting 
until his model shali have rested in order to go on. 

“Bother the skirt!” cries that young person, 
who, with a view to warming herself, has been 
dancing about the studio trying a burlesque pas 
which she had seen on the previous evening at the 
theatre. “There, Mr. Ormond, I’m rested now. 
On we go again!” 

The little model interested me, both in her in- 
dividualism and as a memt of a class which 
furnishes to the artist the materialism of the ro- 
mantic. I tried to learn something of her history, 
but I succeeded only sketchily and in a piecemeal 
manner. Her name was Polly Brown. She was 
distinctly pretty and piquante. She possessed 
among her various merits as a model, very long 
and beautiful brown hair, which she knew how to 
dishevel and tumble down far below her waist in a 
flow of romantic distress. Her eyes, brown also, 
were large and full of soft fire; and the little 
monkey had a trick of rendering them plaintive 
and pathetic in expression, so that she was par- 
ticularly valuable as a model for young heroines 
in distress, virgin-martyrs, betrayed beauties, and 
the like. Her complexion was that of a light 
brunette; had she lived more in the country, her 
cheeks would, it is probable, have shown a little 
flush of tender red heongh the pale, soft olive of 
her teint.

Drifting with the tide, we have passed from the 
deep water to the@shallow flats of Bush Key La- 
goon. Here we meet great numbers of the ‘Por- 
tuguese men-o’-war,” or physaliw—one of the first 
and most attractive marine objects that engage the 
attention of the visitor. The physalia during the 
warmer months is an ever-present object on the 
waters of the Gulf; myriads of these gorgeously 
colored creatures float in and out with the tide. 
The jelly-fishes are usually inconspicuous, being 
nearly colorless, and confined beneath the surface. 
The physalia, one of the class, is an exception, 
being confined to the surface, and never descend- 
ing beneath the wave; in shape like a Chinese shoe 
with upturned toe, or like an ancient galley, with 
silken sails and canopy, its low-banked oars trail- 
ing from its hull. Its color is indigo-blue, merg- 
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ing into a lighter azure on the upper ridge, where 
stands a silvery-white ruffle, lustrous as satin, and 
fringed with rose-tinted folds. Underneath, the 
bladder is a trifle thicker, of a darker hue, and is 
sufficiently fleshy to a little more o ic 
structure that is required Yor the support of this 
mere thread of jelly-fish existence. Here are 
mouths and suckers, and around these openings 
are long fleshy streamers, or tentacles, so called, 
cannged with venomous weapons that lasso and 
ny op their prey at the same instant. Surely 
here is a galley fit fora naied or fairy. Imagine 
“Culprit Fay” 
“ Spring to this craft with a lightsome leap, 

And launch afar on the calm blue deep ; 

‘The imps of the sea may yell and rave, 

And summon all forces beneath the wave ;” 


but they shall keep a respectful distance from this 
fairy monitor. 

The physalia floats like a huge monitor, its pow- 
erful works below the water-line. As it floats over 
a shoal of fishes, the least touch draws fire, and the 
victim is killed and drawn up in an instant, while 
the little b/ue-jacks manceuvre within, among the 
tentacles, as if manning the armament. The sail- 
ors, who are fond of calling this the Portuguese 
man-o’-war, hardly realize how much closer the 
comparison is than most others of their invention.

REMINISCENCE OF THE CLAY AND 
FRELINGHUYSEN CAMPAIGN. 


The death of John Grenier revives in the mem- 
ories of the “Gray-beards” who took active part 
in the campaigns of 1840 and 1844 many pleasant 
and amusing incidents. One of these was narrated 
to us by a veteran of the whig school. The na- 
tional whig convention of 1844 was held in Balti- 
more. Henry Clay had been nominated, and the 
attention of the convention was turned to the nom- 
ination of vice-president. Considerable opposition 
was made to Frelinghuysen, bis most formidable 
competitor being John Davis of Massachusetts. 
One of the objections to Frelinghuysen was that 
they couldn’t make his name rhyme to the politi- 
cal songs, Which in those days performed so im- 
portant a part in a Presidential canvass. Some 
ong of the Ohio delegates replied that there would 
be no difficulty about that; they had with them a 
man equal to any rhythmical emergency. Greiner 
was hunted up and immediately dashed off « song, 
the refrain of which was :-— 

* Hurrah! Hurrah! the country’s rising 
For Henry Clay and Frelinghuysen,”

There was arush to the stand where Greiner stood, 
for the copy, those wanting it being whig editors 
who were present to report proceedings. Greiner 
looked around him. Not liking the appearance of 
the shambling, careles#ly-dressed applicant near- 
esthim, he handed the copy to one of more im- 
pressive appearance. It turned out that he had 
refused his song to Horace Greeley and given it to 
the editor of a country newspaper. ‘The song, 
however, soon found its way into all the whig pa- 
pers and campaign song-books; and there are 
doubtless thousands of men, then mere boys, who 
have a clear recollection of the vigor with which 
the burden of the song quoted was shouted at the 
great whig gatherings of that vear.—Cincinnati 
Commercial.

The German government is making great prep- 
arations for extending the fortifications of Stras- 
bourg. A new line of works, 7000 paces in ad- 
vance of the present ramparts, is to be constructed | 
round the city, and will also protect Kehl. Mit- | 
telhausbergen, which was one of the principal i 
points from which the bombardment took place, 
will be strongly fortified; Hoehnholm, on the | 
north, and Illkirch on the south, will be included |

THE NEW BONDS. 


The new bonds of the United States 5 per cent. 
loan of 1881 have been at length delivered in this 
city to subscribers in denominations of $1000 each. 
The bonds are a splendid specimens of artistic skill, 
and are very elegantly engraved. The bond occu- 
pies about one-half the page quarto bank-note 
paper, and the 40 coupons (quarterly for ten years) 
the remainder of the sheet. Both the bonds and 
the coupons bear vignettes of President Harrison. 
Bonds of smaller and larger denominations will be 
ready in a.few days, and a number will be for- 
warded in the Wednesday's steamer for sale or ¢x- 
change in Europe. The total subscriptions to the 
new loan now amount to about $65,000,000. So 


which desire to exchange their short-date bonds 
for those of a longerissue. A small amount is also 
taken for permanent investment. But the outside 
public and bankers still hold aloof, and do not take 
the bonds with the alacrity that was supposed. It 
is apparent that capitalists are quietly biding the 
time when the Secretary of the Treasury will call 
in the over-due five-twenties for redemption with 
the intention of re-investing in railroad and other 
securities which promise a larger amount of inter- 
est. This result is being already discounted in 
“the street,” as is evident from the general advance 
of nearly all kinds of sound interest-bearing secur- 
ities. Still the new bonds, including 4 as well as 5 
per cent., will be ultimately absorbed as the country 
grows richer. A great many persons will naturally 
prefer the absolute security of low interest-bearing 
governments to the uncertainties attending even 
the very best class of high interest-bearing bonds of 
railroads and other securities.—United States Econ- 
omist.
